HE DEATH of Father Dan 
Dillon is a matter of no small 
concern to the alumni of Assump- 
tion. As the news spreads through- 
out Canada and the United States, 
heart after heart will be deeply 


moved. 
A Man’s Man 


I am thinking in particular of all 
those boys who, day after day, 
swarmed across the Little Walk, 
down the halls and through the 
classrooms of Assumption during 
the twenties and early thirties when 
he was president of the college. I 
am thinking, too, of a great number 
of others—those who were “Old 
Boys” even in the twenties. Drawn 
back to Assumption from time to 
time by that irresistible attraction 
which only a Mother, a true Alma 
Mater, can have for her sons, they 
met Father Dillon—and they knew 
they had met a man, They were 
quick to see in him what we, the 
students, saw. Many of these older 
alumni have preceded him on the 
journey into eternity. But many, 
too, remain who knew Father Dillon 
well. On hearing of his death, they 
will feel much the same as do we 
who were—and are—‘“‘his boys.” 

Father Frank Stack, president of 
the Alumni Association, and myself 
had the privilege of spending an. 
evening with Father Dillon in To-

ronto last summer. As was always 
the case, he enjoyed recalling the 
old days and the old faces. While 
at Assumption he manifested a real 
fondness for the grads and it never 
left him. In particular, he had a 
genuine love and reverence for 
those great priestly characters who 
went out from Assumption in 
the nineties and during the first 
decades of the century to establish 
parishes throughout the cities, towns 
and countrysides of Michigan, Ohio 
and Ontario. He loved those men 
and, although not realising it, I 
think he loved them because they 
were so much like himself—fearless 
in their loyalty to priestly ideals, 
formed in the old school and there- 
fore men of steel who faced, without 
dismay and without compromise, 
the rapidly decaying standards of a 
sickly world. 


Intensely Human 


He was like them too in that in- 
tensely human quality which they 
possessed and by which they were 
able to capture the hearts of their 
people and hold them—all the way 
to death, and after. How many 
times have I heard Father Dillon 
called “a man’s man” and a “boy’s 
priest!” There was steel in his 
character, but it was tempered by a 
great-heartedness that caused him 
to lose himself in others, thereby 
drawing them to himself by bonds 
of friendship that nothing on earth 
could sever. His heart just naturally 
went out to others, He understood 
boys and he understood men. In 
fact, he always was a boy at heart 
and, despite the advancing years, 
never lost that splendid zest and 
enthusiasm that we normally associ- 
ate with the age of youth. 

I believe I have never seen the 
quality of compassion—sympathy— 
in any man such as I saw it in 
Father Dillon. He understood hu- 
man weakness. He was forever feel- 
ing sorry for the wayward and the 
fallen ones, and this feeling came 
straight from his heart. He had a 
vision by which he saw nobility of 
spirit in every man, even in the most 
pitiful of human derelicts that from 
time to time crossed his path. He 
probably suffered more from the 
torture of seeing one of his boys 
turn to a life of sin and degradation 
than he did from the awful physical 
pain of his last illness. 

Father Dillon’s third term as 
president of Assumption came to a 
premature close when he suffered a 
severe heart attack in 1932, From 


THE GROVE 
ANOTHER INSTITUTION that has disappeared is the 


grove. It consisted of four 


rows of maple trees, and each 


row was composed of eight. It was located at the north end 
of the campus. A high board fence of about seven feet I should 
say, enclosed it, with the boards tightly fitted for two reasons. 


Provided Shelter 


First, it gave shelter from the 
North wind—and secondly it cut off 
a view of the vineyard and helped 
the very small boy resist temptation 
to help himself when the 
were ready for use. The larger 
boys solved the difficulty by 
clambering up a tree, and making 
his way along the substantial limbs 
to drop over the fence and help him- 
self while his companions stood 
guard, a sort of vigilant committee 
to see that the pilferer was not 
caught in his act of depradation. It 
was a very easy matter to toss 
several bunches of the luscious fruit 
over the fence to the guards without 
attracting attention. The return of 
the culprit was as simple as his 
egress—just a reverse motion and 
all was well. That section of the 
grove was a very popular walk for 
those who liked grapes. 

On my arrival, in 1888, the trees 
were about eight inches in diameter 
and had attained a splendid growth. 
It was there the less athletically in- 
clined took their exercise, and in the 
warm days of June it was very 
popular. 


Hit a arc 
But disaster hit the grove. One 
by one the trees began to yield to 
decay. Whether it was due to the 
fact that the topsoil had been de- 
pleted by walking, or whether the 


water course that ran through. it 
had anything to do with its failing 
health I do not know. In any case 
the trees begsn to dwindle and die, 


and about the year 1920 the grove 
was only a memory. 

Now the space is occupied by the 
handball. alley and .the parking Jot 
and there is not éven a stump ‘left 
to mark the spot where the grove 
once stood. 

But there was another grove \that 
was cut down about the turn of the 
century. The whole space:in frorit 
of the old building, the original col- 
lege, was filled with lordly maples. 
Only a few that mark the fringe of 
the lawn remain. Perhaps they 
were removed to permit more’ sun- 
light, but I recall that many of the 
trees were stripped of their long 
limbs to furnish decorations for the 
closing days, or commencement day 
as it was called, to hide the curtain- 
less condition of the unwashed win- 
dows in the hall. tr 

Some one had a penchant for set- 
ting out maples in the early days 
when they could be had for the 
taking. Hence the College was.set 
in a bower of maples, many of which 
are struggling against the ravages 
of time and remain as a gentle re- 
minder of the early days of the 
College.

Conception is the greatest day in 
the Assumption year—the, patronal 
feast-day of the college. Those who 
know the story of Father Dillon’s 
life know that it was at Assumption 
that he burned himself out. He did 
it for us.and for her.. He. worked 
too long and slept too little all 
through those years.. That’s the real 
explanation of his broken health. 
December 8th — 

In thinking of him on his death- 
bed, my thoughts reverted to the 
old days at Assumption, In par- 
ticular I thought of the great As- 
sumption feast-day—December 8th 
—and all it means to us. What 
memories came back of the ten 
feasts of the Immaculate Conception 
that IT spent there! Then, for some 
reason, there’ came back out-of the 
past a picture of Father Dillon’s 
office door down there. It was al- 
ways open. No matter who’appeared 
at the door — student, scholastic, 
priest, alumnus, stranger—he always 
received that great, hearty welcome 
that came straight from. the ‘big 
heart of Father Dillon. I thought of 
the heavy teaching schedule he car- 
ried throughout. those years. I 
thought of all the hours he spent in 
the yard with his boys. an’ 

Another scene came to mind, The 
gym was packed. We were in ‘the 
final crucial moments of one of 
those nip-and-tuck. basketball games 
with Orchard Lake. Or was it U. 
of D.? At any rate, Assumption 
scored. The applause was deafening, 
but even above it [ could hear the 
mighty voice of Father Dillon. He 
was on his feet, surrounded by 
students, cheering with them as the 
game ended—with Assumption win- 
ning by a single’ point. 

Il saw him again at his desk late 
at night entering in the record-book 
with his own hand the thousands 
and thousands of marks that we 
made in the weekly exams: I re- 
membered how late he had to stay 
up to get his breviary finished and 
his visit to the Blessed Sacrament 
made. We noticed that his office- 
light seemed always on late at night 
when the rest of the college was in 
darkness and asleep. But he was 
always the first one up in the morn- 
ing. He once told me that he never 
felt free to ask anyone to do any- 
thing that he was not willing to do 
himself.

president of Assumption in those 
years, Nor will anyone ever know 
how courageous and heroic was the 
effort he made each day throughout 
these past fifteen years to keep his 
religious rule and do his work in 
the face of constant weakness and 
fatigue—the result of low blood- 
pressure and an ailing heart. 

These are but fragments of his 
Assumption days, poorly known by 
me. They are still smaller fragments 
when we view them in the light of 
all the days he lived as a Basilian. 
But Our Blessed Mother knows the 
whole story, and she has a long 
memory. I kept telling myself: “He 
will last at least until the vigil of 
th feast.” He did. At one o’clock 
on the morning of December 7th his 
soul went forth to God. 

The seminarians who knew him 
so well in recent years will agree 
with me when I say that Father 
Dillon was a saint. He was a thor- 
oughly Basilian saint. His most en- 
during work will prove to be, I am 
sure, the contribution he made to 
the formation of our young gener- 
ation of Basilians. By the strength 
of his character and the power of 
his example he let them see, in his 
own flesh and blood, that brotherly 
love, that fidelity to duty, that cour- 
age, that zeal, that simplicity and 
humility which are so much a part 
of the Basilian way of life. 

Not a Requiem 

You will pardon me, therefore, 
for hoping and believing that on 
this 8th of December, 1948, he is 
celebrating Assumption’s great 
feast-day with our Queen and our 
Mother in heaven. The Mass that 
I offered for him this morning was 
a Mass of thanksgiving, and not a 
requiem. It was in white, not in 
black. I thanked the good God for 
having given us such a man and 
such a priest. I thanked Him in par- 
ticular for the great blessing that 
came into my own life—that of hav- 
ing known Father Dillon as I have, 
and of having loved him as I do. To 
me he will always be a_ giant 
amongst Basilians—one of our truly 
great men—deserving of a place in 
the very front rank with those other 
heroic souls who pioneered at As- 
sumption and St. Michael’s. 

In a chat we had last August at 
the Reunion when Father Dillon’s 
name came up, “Now there,” said 
Frank McIntyre with his character- 
istic emphasis and sincerity, “there 
was a man.’

Amused Him 

On the first introduction to the 
Little Yard after supper, when the 
boarders were doing their bit of 
promenading, I looked at them in 
amusement. I had never walked 
except for the purpose of going 
some place on an errand and in the 
country there were many such. I 
made up my mind that I’d not be 
so silly as to walk a few steps, turn 
around and walk back whence I 
came, but I was soon converted. So 
walking entered into our scheme of 
procedure. 

Holiday afternoons were very 
popular for the exercise, for a couple 
of reasons, First, it broke the mon- 
otony of the grind of College life 
and gave us a change of scenery. 
Secondly, in the autumn, when the 
fruit was ripe, we set out in quest 
of apples and grapes. Each walker 
contributed a nickel or a dime, a 
committee was chosen to bargain 
with some fruit grower. If success- 
ful, they picked the grapes or 
apples, brought out bushels of 
them, 


and passed them around. 
There \ were apples for all and grapes’ 
in abundance. Needless to say the] 


boys relished the fresh: fruit and 
hurried home in time for 5 o'clock 
study, 


Walk to Walkerville 

Once a year a walk was directed 
to Walkerville, four miles away, 
with the whole house in procession. 
We returned by way of Hotel Dieu 
where the boys visited for a short 
time, sang a few hymns and then 
returned home, picking them up and 
putting them down slowly and more 
slowly till they dragged their weary 
bodies into the study hall to apply 
themselves to their books and for- 
get their weariness. The dormitory 
master did not have to rock us to 
sleep, or tell us bed time stories to 
woo gentle slumber for the night. 

In winter time when there was ice 
on the brick pond or on the. bay, 
the procession led toward Sand- 
wich and then, oh then, they skated, 
skated till they could scarcely stand 
up. It just appealed to the boys to 
have an unlimited area to skate on 
and they revelled in their oppor- 
tunity.

E. J. Janisse, Fr. Crowley 
And Fr. Mahoney 


R*.. MICHAEL J. CROWLEY, 
72, died on January 4 after an 
illness of several months. A native 
of Jackson, Michigan, Father Crow- 
ley came to Assumption in Septem- 
ber of 1889 after attending the par- 
ochial school of St. John in Jackson. 
He graduated in Rhetoric in 1894 
and completed his philosophy in 
1896. He pursued his _ theological 
studies at St. Mary’s Seminary, Cin- 
cinnati, and at the Catholic Uni- 
versity in Washington, D.C. Fr. 
Crowley was ordained to the priest- 
hood on July 1, 1900. He was first 
assigned to St. Agatha’s, Gagetown. 
Later he went to St. John’s, Monroe, 
and St. John the Evangelist, Detroit. 

Fr. Crowley served as an Army 
chaplain in World War I and fol- 
lowing his discharge founded St. 
Michael’s parish in Pontiac in 1919, 
Because of failing health, he re- 
signed his pastorate. This did not 
mean that he ceased his apostolic 
work. 

Prior to his last illness he resided 
at the rectory of St. Mary’s of Red- 
ford where he served as an assistant 
for ten years. 

Father Denis A. Hayes, R ’96, 
preached the funeral sermon, 

Fr. Crowley’s last visit to As- 
sumption was at the time of Fr. 
Collins’ death. Illness prevented 
him from attending the reunion of 
last August. R.I.P.

tradition was the Glee Club. Practically it was our only source 
of musical entertainment. True, we had a few piano students, 
but only a few very proficient, although many took up the study. 
The same could be said of violin music—it was just something 
else a few studied to break the routine. 


Led by Fr. Cote 


The Glee Club flourished success- 
fully under Fr. Cote’s leadership. 
He himself had a remarkable voice 
and just seemed to ooze music. 


The College had not gone far in 
its autumn semester before Fr. Cote 
began to assemble the nucleus of a 
Glee Club, Old members could be 
counted on with a certainty and 
new voices had to be tried out and 
allocated to their proper sphere. It 
was not long before things assumed 
some semblance of a chorus for 
part singing. All the boys seemed 
glad to belong to the club, and it 
was quite the common thing. to hear 
a group of lads harmonizing in some 
part of the playground or in the 
library. You could generally find 
Fr. Cote in the midst of them. 

The great. occasion, of course, 
brought out into display the efforts 
of the leader. About the 8th of 
December there was usually a play 
under the direction of Fr. Fergu- 
son, and the Glee Club took a prom- 
inent part. in the entertainment. It 
was inspiring and many a boy found 
a voice that was to be used later on 
in the pleasing singing of the Pre- 
face of the Mass. 


Big Event of Year 
The big event of the year was! 


the closing exercises — the Com- 


mencement. Then, in full force, to 
the number of about 60, the boys 
threw themselves into the magnifi- 
cent harmony of some well selected 
chorus. It was a triumph for Fr. 
Cote and also for the Glee Club. 


Perhaps it would not be amiss to 
mention here the chanting of the 
lamentations at the office of 
Tenebrae. 


The first time I heard it in 1889 
I was swept off my feet by the 
beauty and charm of the Music. I 
had never heard a real quartet 
before. 


The music was plaintive, the 
voices, were excellent, the rendition 
superb. I’ve never heard anything 
like it since as the original musical 
score has been lost and replaced by 
a more modern sheet. Sweet as the 
present may be, I do not think it 
can begin to equal the old and or- 
iginal chant as sung by Fr. Cote 
and his quartet. 

The Glee Club continued for a 
few years after Fr. Cote was taken 
from the College to the parish, but 
by the turn of the century, it was 


' dying, slowly dying, and then died 


about 20 years later only to be re- 
vived again in recent years.

THe LITERARY SOCIETY, while principally for develop- 

ing the literary abilities of the senior students, I mean those 
in third, fourth and fifth year as well as those in philosophy, 
also embraced dramatics as a sort of side issue. 


Perennial President 

The perennial president was Fr. 
Ferguson, who strove to impart 
some of his native ability both as a 
writer and a speaker to the future 
pulpit orators of Michigan, Ohio 
and Ontario. He was a master both 
at composition and public speaking. 
The material on which he had to 
work was usually very crude, but 
after two or three years of his tute- 
lage, results began to appear. 

However, I may state here, that 
his example manifested in the May 
devotions, when he delivered a 
nightly sermon on our Blessed 
Lady, was more powerful for pro- 
ducing results than the suggestions 
made in the Literary Society. One 
had but to hear him, to grasp the 
idea of facility of expression, grace 
of diction, appropriate delivery. He 
was the embodiment of high-class 
public speaking. 

About 1895 Fr. Ferguson was re- 
placed by Fr. Dumouchelle and then 
more attention was given to dra- 
matics as_ distinct from literary 
efforts. More intense application 
was given to oratory and the contest 
for excellence in the latter field be- 
came one of the outstanding features 
of College life as well as public 
entertainment.

THERE WERE two Sodalities. The larger and more import- 

ant, or rather more prominent, consisted of the older stud- 
ents and was called the Sodality of the Blessed Virgin. This 
Sodality was established in the earliest days of the College and 
in 1888 was one of the chief features of College life. 


Met in Little Chapel 


The little chapel was the scene of 
its assemblages and functions, of 
course, with our small number of 
boarders, it was quite sufficient. I 
say small number, for at that date 
the enrolment of students dwelling 
in the College was 90. During the 
course of the year it reached 100. 

The officers of the Sodality were 
selected from the more advanced 
students either of philosophy or 
rhetoric. It was looked upon as a 
signal honor to be an executive. 
They felt the importance of their 
selection and observed the canons 
of etiquette expected of them. To 
be a member of the Sodality was 
the passport to the approval of the 
authorities of the College and staff. 


Needless to say this popular insti- 
tution is flourishing vigorously and 
will endure as long as the vollens 
exists. It is part and parcel of the 
very being of Assumption and 
wields a tremendous influence for 
growth in holiness on the part of 
its members. 

Holy Angels Sodality 

The junior counterpart of the 
above for the smaller boys was 
called the Holy Angels Sodality. It 
functioned along the lines of the 
more important and more numerous

R: James Vincent Burke, C.S.B., 
49, died suddenly on April 8 at 
St. Anne’s Rectory, Detroit where 
he had been assistant pastor since 
last August. Fr. Burke was pro- 
fessor of English at Assumption 
from 1926 to 1931. As a football 
coach he did pioneer work when 
the High School teams adopted the 
Canadian game. He coached the 
first Assumption team, a Junior 
entry, in the W.O.S.S.A. Up to 
that time American football was 
played exclusively by the Purple 
and White squads. 

Fr. Burke was a native of South 
Adjala, Ontario and made his hig 
school and college courses at St. 
Michael’s, Toronto, graduating from 
the University of Toronto in Eng- 
lish and History in 1924, Earlier, 
in November, 1918, he had made his 
first profession as a Basilian. He 
was ordained on December 19, 1925. 

Ill health forced Fr. Burke to 
leave Sandwich in 1931. The fol- 
lowing year he went to St. Mich- 
ael’s, Toronto, where he remained 
until his appointment to the staff 
of St. Basil’s Seminary there in 
1935. In 1937, he was named su- 
perior of the seminary, a position he 
held till 1943 when he was appointed 
principal of St. Thomas High 
School, Houston, Texas. He re- 
mained there three years. The next 
two years he was assistant pastor of 
St. Anne’s Church, Houston, and 
then he was transferred to Detroit.

Justin D, ‘Nig’ Clark 

Justin D. ‘Nig’ Clark, 64, died at 
his home in River Rouge on June 
15. The former Cleveland Indians 
catcher had been troubled with a 
heart ailment for several years, 
spending considerable time at the 
Veterans’ Hospital in Dearborn. 

‘Nig’ was a native of Malden 
township and was one of the last 
survivors of the White Wyandotte 
Indians who settled generations ago 
in that township near Amherstburg. 
He attended Assumption from 1894 
to 1901 and was a star catcher with 
the College baseball team. 


His first professional play was in 
the Texas league with Corsicana 
and on July 14, 1902, at Texarkana, 
he set an all-time professional base- 
ball record of eight home runs in 
one game.

Like Picture 

It was like a picture taken from 
one of the masterpieces of old to 
see the old man, as every one called 
him on account of his luxuriant 
beard, puttering around among his 
loved flowers. He had quantity and 
variety and the tout ensemble ex- 
cited the admiration of passersby, 
but the high fence, though it per- 
mitted a view through the spaces 
between the boards, prohibited in- 
trusion. The glorious growth of 
plants not only afforded decorations 
for the altar of Our Lady during 
May, but also was an inspiration to 
a wonderful variety of lofty thoughts 
when he was carrying out his long 
and pleasant duty of speaking in 
honor of her whom he loved in- 
tensely. 

The revenue required to main- 
tain the garden, or provide new 
plants came from his own pockets, 
for at that time a member of the 
Community was allowed to have 
the use of his Mass intentions along 
with the princely sum of $80. as 
salary. At the north end of the 
garden was a combination tool shed 
and hot house. There the grand 
old man spent many happy hours 
nursing his slips into fuller growth 
for spring transplanting. 

; Many Volunteers

on College life. After supper or on 
a holiday afternoon Fr. Ferguson 
often appeared in the little yard in 
quest of workers. He did not have 
to go far to get a full quota of 
laborers for his garden, The boys 
just loved to get out of the routine 
of the daily schedule and really 
enjoyed their little excursion into 
horticulture. 

Of course, the practical jokers got 
in their so-called humor at the 
expense of the old man. On one 
occasion one of them buried a dead 
cat in the middle of a flower bed 
and left the tail sticking up above 
the ground. The thing was so un- 
usual that Fr. Ferguson thought he 
had a new kind of plant. He watered 
that bunch of fur and carefully 
tended it. One day he thought to 
loosen up the ground around it to 
promote its welfare. A little hoeing 
unearthed the body of the cat—and 
then deep indignation engrossed the 
old man. He expressed his feelings 
in a flood of cultured language that 
he could pour out on occasion. To 
him it was the essence of all that 
was vile and contemptible. To the 
jokers it was a source of great 
merriment.

pATHERS Stanley and John 
Murphy are two of a trio of 
brothers who came to Assump- 
tion from Woodslee. Gerald, the 
other brother died at the College 
during the flu epidemic in Febru- 
ary, 1920, when he was in first 
year high school. They are well- 
known today on the Assumption 
campus as they were during their 
student days. 

Fr. Stanley, professor of Eng- 
lish, is the founder and director of 
the Christian Culture Series, now 
in its sixteenth season, and a for- 
mer High School principal and a 
former College registrar.
